CANADA'S SURPLUS BUFFALA, 


Montreal Herald: 


In 1907 the Canadian Government 
viewing with alarm the gradual dim- 
inishing of the buffalo from the 
prairies and desiring in geome tangible 
Way to preserve these animais from 
extinction, purchased from Michel 
Pablo a rancher in Montana, the 
largest known head existing on the 
continent at that time. In order to 
accommodate these animals an aren 
of raw prairie aprrox’mately 169 
square tniles, vas set aside at Wain- 
wright Alberta, as a game park. 
Bince then the buffalos have under 
the careful management of the Dom- 
infon park authorities, increased to 
sueh an extent that the government 
now has under consideration the sell - 
ing or slaughtering of one thoumanit 
of them, 

Contrary to general bellef. the buf- 
falo has thrived under domestication 
and at the Jast census taken March 
#1, 1920, the main herd in the Buf- 
fulo Park totalled 4868 ‘Dy actual 
Twenty-one of thie number 
were slaughtered to save valuable 
hides and heads and twenty died, 
mostly through injuries caused by 
fighting. 

To test the feasWility of marketing 
the eurplue thousand animals, a lest 
lot of mounted heads wes sold by 

vetion at the Canadian fur sales at 
Montreal in March and brought the 
following prices: small buffalo bull 
heed, $300; enedium buffalo hull 
head $610; an4 iarge buffalo buli 
head, $1,025: Since the Inauguration 
buffalo robes have

It is incorporated by a special act of the 
Dominion parliament and extends its benefits to all who are eligible 
for membershp from ocean to ocean, On the other hand, it is neither 
sectarian nor political, seeking and accepting none but men of char- 
acter and intelligence. Noteworthy is the fact that it is a purely 
Canadian order, founded in Canada, and is not affiliated elsewhere. 

The Elks, as has often been repeated, are a clan whose blood cir- 
culates. Their cardinal virtues are to aid the sick, bury the dead, and 
inject sunshine into the dark places. They are not saints, but simply 
distributers of practical Christianity, and as such have lived up to 
their motto in every respect. There are no Elks in the potters’ fields 
or county shrouds. They live by the way and lend unto the Lord, 
for they give to the needy 

The history of the Edmonton Lodge No. 11 dates back to 1914. 
During the first part of that year the lodge was organized with only 4 
small membership, but when its objects were once fully understood, 
membership increased by leaps and bounds, reaching the three hun- 
dred mark in the first year. It was indeed a most flourishing organ- 
ization, however, during the next few years suffered reverses. With 
the outbreak of the war the majority answered the eall ‘‘to make 
men better and the world happier.” This, however, was only to be 
expected because of the high calibre of the men who made up its 
membership. As a result Edmonton Lodge No. 11 suffered eonsider- 
ably by a decrease in its numbers. As a matter of fact there were only 
enough left to meet the requirements of the charter and carry the 
lodge through. 

During the past two years membership has been gradually in- 
creased and at the present time the Edmonton Elks number over two 
hundred and fifty and steadily increasing. Only men of intelligence 
and character are accepted as members, and this accounts for its 
popularity throughout the whole of Canada. 

The present quarters of the dmonton Elks, which have only been 
occupied for the past few weeks are undoubtedly the most elaborate 
lodge and elub rooms in the city. Up to the present the lodge has 
occupied various quarters throughout the city, and a year ago 
moved into the Sandison Block. The rooms then secured provided 
ample sccommodation at the time. but with the rapidly increasing 
membership it was found necessary to secure larger quarters, with 
the result that four large rooms were secured in the same block, 
providing sufficient accommodation for some time to come. Exalted 
Ruler R. B. McCleish, who has been one of the prime movers of the 
organization since its inception, as well as his executive, are real 
red blooded men who are known more by their deeds than words. 
They decided that thyy must have the best lodge and club rooms in 
the city, and as could be expected of men of this calibre, did not 
stop until they had attained their objective. 

The five rooms consist of a large hall with thirty by fifty feet 
floor space, a lounge room, bililard room and an office. The fittings 
and decorations of all the rooms could not be improved upon. A 
kitchenette has also been fitted with a stove, a supply of dishes, etc., 
means minor importance in the social activities of the organization.
